Chicaoo, A ugust 15th.—The following 
crop report will appear in this week’s issue 
of The Farmers Review : 
The rains during j HevVs' in the existence of a "political'con 
the week ending Saturday, were more gen- 1 spiracy” to thw art the policv of the Ad- 
eral throughout the corn belt than at anv • m inistration in regard to the "Cutting mat- 
revious tim e since early in May, and 
ronght hope to the farmer, whose corn­ 
fields were actually burning and withering. 
Reports from correspondents received dur­ 
ing tlie week indicated more thoroughly 
than ever before, that the total average 
yield w ill be seriously reduced, waste areas 
having been blighted beyond any power of 
resuscitation. Out of ninety-eight coun­ 
ties in Ohio, Indians, Michigan, Illinois, 
Iowa, 
W isconsin, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Kansas and Missouri, from which returns 
came during the week, only eighteen pre­ 
dict a full average yield. T hirty counties 
indicate not to exceed one-half of an aver­ 
age yield, ten indicate not to exceed one- 
fourth of a crop, twenty-six report a prom ­ 
ise of tliree-fourtbs of an average crop, 
while in ten counties com promises to 
yield not to exceed five to ten bushels an 
acre, unless for fodder. 
Most encouraging 
reports come from Illinois, Iowa, W iscon­ 
sin and Missouri, while the most encourag­ 
ing still, come from Ohio, Mississippi and 
M ichigan; while Indiana and Minnesota 
reports continue to indicate a fair average 
outlook. 
In Illinois this week, the only 
county reporting a promise of a full aver­ 
age yield is E d g ar; while Jasper, DeVVitt 
and Morgan report a promise of three- 
fourths of an average yield. In Bond and 
M cHenry counties, one-fourth of an aver­ 
age yield is indicated. Throughout Illi­ 
nois, complaints continue that the pastures 
are completely drying up. 
J.ate planted 
potatoes are generally a failure. 
In Iowa, 
H um boldt county is the only one indi­ 
cating a full average yield. 
Estim ating by 
counties reporting this week, the yield for 
the State at large will noUexceed fifty to 
sixty per cent, of an average crop. In De­ 
catur and Carroll counties the crop is set 
down as a failure. 
W heat is thrashing 
very unevenly, but the grains is grading 
well. 
The yield ranges from eight to 
tiventy bushels. Thrashing reports from 
Dakota show a yield of from five to eight­ 
een bushels. The yield of the Territory 
will fall considerably short o f any former 
yearly average. 
C ircular by tlie I’ostm aster-G eneral. 
W ashington, August 1.1th.—The Post- 
niaster-Ueneral has issued a circular of in ­ 
formation and instruction to 1‘ostmasters, 
concerning and preparatory to putting into 
operation October 1st the Act of August 4, 
1SSI!, authorizing the extension of the spe­ 
cial delivery system to all Postortices and 
to all mailable m atter. The circular pro­ 
vides that every PostofKee in the United 
States and Territories and District of Co­ 
lumbia now established, and which shall 
be established while the foregoing Act re­ 
mains, is hereby designated as a special 
delivery office. 
These regulations take 
effect October 1, ls.sij, after which date ev­ 
ery Postm aster will be held responsible for 
the immediate delivery of every article of 
mailable m atter which may be received 
addressed to his office, properly stamped 
w ith a special delivery stamp. Such im ­ 
mediate delivery m ust be made when the 
article is directed to an addressee residing 
or having a place of business w ithin one 
mile of the Postoffice. The circular is a 
long one, and fully explains every detail of 
the new system. 
Every com plaint of a 
failure to comply with the provisions of the 
Act will prom ptly be investigated, and the 
responsibility followed w ith proper conse­ 
quences. • 
G en eral A u g u r Shot. 
Vt’\.'rtinotos. August 15th.—General C. 
C. A ugur was shot in four places between 
12 and 1 o’clock this morning, at his resi­ 
dence in Georgetown. Some riotous men 
were m aking a disturbance in front of his 
bouse, and be went out and requested 
them to go away. An altercation followed, 
when one of the roughs, a colored m an 
named Pope, drew a revolver and quickly 
fired four shots, all of which took effect 
upon the General—two in the right leg, 
one in the left leg, and one in the side.

K ioting B esusued a t lSelfast. 
London, A ugust K>th.—Kioting has been 
resumed in Belfast. 
From m idnight last 
night until 4 o'clock this m orning a rifle 
figbt was in progress on Shank H ill and 
Old Kails road. One person was killed, 
and m any wounded. The town is seething. 
A dispatch from Belfast says the sectarian 
strife lias recurred in a deplorable cold­ 
blooded fashion ; expert m arksm en joining, 
who conducted the rifle fight from roof­ 
tops, chim ney stacks and street corners. 
Im m ense crowds of partisans, who care­ 
fully kept out of range, were prepared to 
assist by supplying am m unition and re­ 
m o ving'the wounded. 
Both sides were 
equally divided. The moon shone brightly 
throughout the contest. T he Orangemen 
adm it that one of tbeir men, nam ed Mc- 
Parlane, was killed, and two others, named 
Sm ith and Johnson, were mortally wounded; 
also that there were a num ber of m inor 
casualties on their side. They claim that 
they killed and wounded m any Catholics, 
but the latter deny that they sustained 
serious losses. 
Many houses were riddled 
by bullets. 
W henever the m ilitary ap­ 
peared the combatants shifted their ground. 
Finally, at 5 o’clock, after the Riot Act had 
been twice read, the troops charged upon 
the crowds, and cleared the streets tem por­ 
arily. A n old m an and two women, in­ 
m ates of a house, on Conway street, from 
which m any shots had been fired, were 
arrested. They stated that three men had 
forced an entrance into the house and had 
remained there all night, firing from the 
roof. 
A howling crowd escorted the pris­ 
oners to jail. The mob to-day repeatedly 
fired upon the police. 
A tavern owned by 
a Catholic, situated in the Protestant dis­ 
trict. was looted. The order instruc ting tbe 
police to use buckshot instead of balls, has 
been cancelled. The populace is sullen and 
menacing.

Contractors on rail­ 
roads, pipe lines and earthworks are almost 
unanim ous in the opinion that ice water 
and w hisky arc its much to htam e for the 
prostration of laborers as th e sun, if not 
more. 
The- history of sunstroke show that com­ 
paratively few cuses occur which may 
not be connected directly or indirectly 
with the drinking habit. 
T he exceptions 
are generally chargeable to indigestion. 
When- von eome to thiuk of it there is 
som ething singular about it. 
Ice water to keep the tem perature down. 
Stim ulants to keep the tem perature up. 
Between the two poor nature i» robbed of 
lierstrengthi and her efforts to resist the 
effects of the heat neutralized. 
N ature's plan for cooling the body is by 
the evaporation of m oisture from the sur­ 
face ; therefore tlie proper way to assist her 
is to supply the moisture. 
This can best 
be accomplished by using the means she 
has provided—that is, drink freely of water 
no collier than that w hich comes from 
nature’s own fountains. 
The warm er it is 
the sooner does it find its way to the sur­ 
face. and the process of evaporation begun. 
It may not be generally known that 
water taken into tbe stom ach passes di­ 
rectly into the circulation. The surplu - is 
throw n off through the pores ol the skin 
and other emuncfories. 
No other food passes through flu- m em ­ 
branes of th e stom ach as readily as pure 
water. Alcohol is tbe m ost difficult of al! 
others, w hile those containing alcohol are 
correspondingly slow in being absorbed. 
Therefore, alcohol-not only has a deleteri­ 
ous effect on account of its stim ulating 
qualities, hut prevents even pure water 
from being absorbed and reducing th irtem ■ 
perature. 
Before water can be aliSorbed it must In ­ 
come heated to ÍK)'1 F ah ren h eit: therefore, 
the colder the water the longer it will lie 
before its cooling effects will be felt. 
Net 
only this, but the colder the water the 
greater am ount of vital energy ncccssacy 
to heat it up to the absorption point. 
There is 110 more erroneous idea extant 
than that cold water reduces ihe tem pera­ 
ture of the body. It m ay reduce thp tem­ 
perature of the stomach tem porarily, but 
nature hastens to heat it up by sending to 
this organ an extra supply o f blood. W hen 
this supply is < 0 0 great to be controlled, or 
whe i the nerves are benumbed from .the 
cold, the m em branes of the stomach- be­ 
come congested, which is the first step 
toward stomatitis, cholera morbus- and 
other dangerous disorders. 
These are the facts which enter into Ihe 
problem of how to keen cool. 
To solve i: 
thev m ust each be given duo considera lion. 
It may appear like a very silly thing to re­ 
sort to hot water when you want to cool 
off quickly, but it is iu accordance with 
th e lacts, and works to a charm , as has- 
been dem onstrated very often. T he others 
are equally easy of .dem onstration, but les»

To these sin­ 
cere men it ought to be very suggestive that 
while all tbe supporters of license encour­ 
age this “ third party " m ovem ent in Maine, 
95 out of 100 of the friencis of prohibition 
believe that far more can he done for the 
cause of tem perance and prohibition by 
non-partisan appeal to all citizens, and by 
m aking this political influence of tem per­ 
ance men felt through existing parties, than 
by attem pting to organize a se[>arate politi­ 
cal party. 
The path of tem perance progress lies in 
elevating the temperance cause nbove po­ 
litical parties, and m aking friendship for 
the fundam ental principles of th e tem per­ 
ance m ovement, rather than mere m em ber­ 
ship of an independent political party, the 
test of fealty to the cause. The former 
course will win support from right-m inded 
men of all parties. 
The latter course will 
divide and weaken the friends of tem per­ 
ance and prohibition—a resu ir for which 
the five friends of the cause who disregard 
the judgm ent of the !K">. will be clearly re­ 
sponsible, and will repel thousands who 
would be glad to aid the cause in practical 
ways so long as it can. be done by tuppori- 
ing its principles in tlie way which.seems 
to the great body of tem perance m en to be 
most effective. 
The prohibitory party in Maine is organ­ 
ized on tbe plea th at neither tlie Republi­ 
can nor Democratic party will enact satis­ 
factory prohibitory laws or enforce them, 
and hence th at it íh necessary u> organize a 
new party that will do these things. So 
far as laws are concerned, it is- clear th at 
the friends of prohibition 
have been 
granted whatever legislation in this State 
the great body of them thought wise, by 
the Republican party. There is 110 ground 
for com plaint in this direction. The com­ 
plaint can have no bearing except on the 
question of the enforot uient of these laws. 
Now the problem is to secure the election 
of such m unicipal and county officers, by 
the various localities, as will enforce these 
laws faithfully, and such a State Executive 
as will appoint constables 
in tbe ex­ 
ceptional cases where local officers of the 
right sort cannot be elected, having in 
m ind always th at the m ost ese«ntial thing 
is to secure tbo local and county officers, 
for if these fail it is difficult for outside 
officers to m ake up the deficiency. 
The 
friends of tem pa^oce can usually control 
the nom ination of reliable candidal- - by 
one of the existing parttes far more e isily 
tban they cao form a uvw party and place 
that iu 
the m ajority. 
A s a rule the 
friends o! tem perance can control the nom­ 
inations of the Republican ¿sirty in Ma ne. 
Now instead of orgamx<ng so as to io-ure 
the nom ination an d election of faithful 
officers to enforce the law, ihe practical rt- ¿ 
suit of the independent prohibitory p i r c . 
is directly the reverse. 
If it was organized 
on the basis of securing tiie oU*ction of r> 
liable tempearnce a»eu. it would support 
such men A lien nouiir.M-sl by either oi Jje 
two lsading parties, an l thus bring a pow­ 
erful lever to bear to induce them to aoo»- 
inats only such men. 
But, instead-, of 
that, the policy o f ihe third is to m>3iiaatf 
members of their own organization.as. in­ 
dependent candidates,and to d o tlis-jp»t as 
certainly when th e other party svm itiates 
a reliable temperance m an a n l, pnohibi- 
tionist, as w hen it nom inates a mac. satis- 
factoiy to the liquor elem ent. 
Such a 
course not only m ost eflectBtdly destmys 
the political influence of tLs third party, 
so far as the election of reliable Lemner uiee 
men is coucerned, but act'jfclly tend? tn de­ 
feat true men and to streD^Uiei. the p<iwer 
of the liquor element, w kich alw ays com ­ 
bines its strength on th» u u n h dates of tbw 
old parties most favorablp to them .

‘■LIGHT” GOLD COIN. 


in this Cutting case the American reader 
of the news should make up his mind de­ 
liberately. 
As the facts were at first re­ 
ported, American indignation was justi­ 
fied. 
Then, it was simply the case of an 
American arrested by Mexican authorities 
for an offense committed on American soil. 
Under that statement Secretary Bayard 
acted—it is now seen hastily—in per­ 
emptorily demanding Cutting’s release. 
But all questions have two sides. 
The 
Mexican story puts a different phase upon 
the matter. Cutting published a liliel, 
being then on Mexican soil. 
lie was, for 
this, brought to the bar of a Mexican 
Court. The law gives the power to the 
Mexican judiciary, where the crime is one 
recognized by both countries, to efleet a 
reconciliation, as also in a large number of 
other cases. The Court brought the libcler 
and the libeled together, and the latter 
agreed to accept tbe retraction of the 
former, and it was given in writing. 
Now, it is claimed, that under the Mex­ 
ican code this only suspends penalty for 
the offense, and that, if the crime is re­ 
peated, the dismissal from custody under 
the reconciliation, falls to the ground. 
< 'utting, being set free, returned to Ameri­ 
can soil, reprinted the libel, and, carrying 
the print back to Mexican territory and 
distributing it there, he was taken into 
ensfody and tried and punished for the 
original offense. 
The Government of Mexico, like ours, 
is of three independent branches, checks 
upon each other. Secretary Bayard’s de­ 
mand, therefore, was upon the executive 
branch, that it should compel the judicial 
department to dismiss a prisoner whom 
the latter branch of G. vemmrnt holds it 
has full justification for detaining and 
punishing. 
Let us put ourselves in like position. If 
our Courts held a prisoner for trial and 
maintained that he was legally incarcer­ 
ated, though an alien, what would we say 
to a | ■ rcmptory demand by a foreign 
power up"ji the State Deparlfuent that it 
take the prisoner from tbe judicial power 
and turn him over to the foreign demand? 
How would our Courts respond to such a 
demand? Let us see in what light the 
Mexi cans consider it. 
Here is 111 Partido 
Libera! asking: 


By what i i'.'lit may t!ic Secret :ry of Relations 
in tern e.Mle in aqne-tion Unit doesnot pertain 
to his offic 7 How will he proceed to determine 
if Juan is innocent, or tf Diego is guilty? In 
viitue of what despotic prerogative may he 
transform himself into a Supreme Judge a tri­ 
bunal without appeal and open or close, at his 
caprice, the prison doors? This would be to 
invert entirely the administrative order and de­ 
stroy the division of constitutional powers. The 
American people, whose institutions are so 
HUalo-ims to ours, comprehend perfectly this 
truth. By virtue of what faculty could we direct 
our Minister at Washington to demand the lib­ 
eration ot an accused Mexican held for trial by 
the judicial authority of the adjacent republic? 
Admitted such a prae:icc, international rela­ 
tions would he Imp.-.-it le. For a foreigner in 
any land there would 1 o neither laws nor legal 
penalties for any transgression. Crimes commit­ 
ted by aliens would have to be adjudicated, not 
bv Courts of justice proceeding according to the 
laws of the land, but by Ministries ot Relations 
convert, I into judichu dictatorships. 
Under tbe assumption that Catting is 
not hqid for an net committed on \mcri- 
<-an ground, but for the original crime 
committed on the Mexican soil, and resur­ 
rected by circulating a printed libel in 
Mexico, the question is a very different 
one from that first stated to the public. 
And there is strength in the elaim that the 
act of circulating the printed libel in 
Mexican territory was a criminal uttering 
of libel, and fell within Mexican jnylsdic- 
diction : precisely as with us that a pub­ 
lished libel is an ofien.se wherever circu­ 
lated. 
But we do not now understand 
Cutting to be held for that. 
It is claimed 
that that act was referred to at the trial 
only t > establish Cutting’s withdrawal 
from the document of conciliation, and the 
revival of the original offense. 
There are plenty of people who would 
like to stir up the trouble and bring on a 
war with Mexico,since to a large class war 
is a great gain. 
But the mercenary rea­ 
sons of a few must not be permitted to 
bring about a conflict of arms. 
Before we 
let indignation get the better of modera­ 
tion let us be sure that we are right. The 
Government at Washington evidently dis­ 
trusts the statement of the American Con­ 
sul at Paso del Norte, and has suspended 
its peremptory order for Cutting’s release, 
since the news is that a trusted agent, a 
lawyer of ability, has been sent to Mexico 
to investigate the case iu all its phasesand 
report the result. This certainly meaus 
the temporary abandonment of the original 


The Mexican Minister at Washington 
has been instructed by his Government 
that it believes Cutting to be lawfully 
held, and that when the law and facts are 
clearly understood by the Government of 
th e I n ’,ted States, the Mexican Govern­ 
ment confidently expects the former to 
concur in this judgment. Unquestionably 
this is a provokinglv sharp rebnke for our 
haste. 
But it is to be said that the state­ 
ments made of the Cutting < ase by our rep­ 
resentatives in Mexico have not presented 
both sides of the case, and that we have 
leen justified in assuming Cutting to be 
unlawfully held, especially when it is con­ 
sidered how cordially the border Mexican 
hates the average American, and how 


1 aider nil old law, that for a long period 
has lain dormant, abraded gold coin is 
now being stamped “ lig h t" weight when­ 
ever the citizen has transactions that 
brings his gold to any of the Sub-Treas­ 
uries. The coin might readily enough 
pass for a long time in business, and buy 
its face value of goods, but the stamp of 
tbe Treasury, “ light,” reduces its purchas­ 
ing capacity at once. 
The result is that 
every one looks sharply at all gold coin 
paid him, and refuses worn pieces. These 
are thus driven to the Treasury and Mint, 
but in the meantime some one loses the 
“ worn off ’’ value. This “ some one ” em­ 
braces all the people who handle coin. 
That it is an act of injustice most of us be­ 
lieve. 
Why is uot a worn greenback 
stamped to indicate depreciation ? 
If its 
identity can be established it is redeemed. 
It may be that the Administration is 
working a ruse to drive gold to a corner, 
but whatever the purjiose, this stamping 
“ light” is simply 
plucking from the 
pockets of the people an immense sum of 
money. W hat justification can the Gov­ 
ernment have for the act? 
It issues a 
coin representing a given value; the peo­ 
ple use it as a medium for the exchange of 
products. 
By such use it wears to greater 
or less extent. Thereupon the Govern­ 
ment steps in and dedires that a portion 
of its value has departed, and it shall no 
more buy for its owner what it once would 
purchase, and the “ last man ” holding it 
must lose to the extent of the depreciation 
as tested by weight. The effect of the order is 
to depreciate every worn gold coin in what­ 
ever hands it is, because of the knowledge 
that when it reaches the Treasury it will 
he stamped “ light.” 
Now, what may be said on tbe other 
side? All governments aim to keep their 
coin standards good. 
If they redeem 
worn coin with full-weight issue, they en­ 
courage the “ sweater” and “ clipper” of 
coin. 
More than that, they encourage 
bullion speculation in new coins—the buy­ 
ing of new coin for exportation, leaving 
the worn coin fur home circulation. 
But 
if they put all users upon notice that 
abraded coin will not be fully redeemed, 
the occupation of those who lile and rub 
and clip coins is gone. 
But our Govern­ 
ment cannot afford to treat every “ last 
holder” as a thief, and it therefore allows 
a half of one per cent, of natural wear and 
tear. Nevertheless it remains that the in­ 
nocent must suffer, and the vast majority 
arc innocent holders. 
We all remember 
what loss was occasioned when the Govern­ 
ment “ docked” worn silver coin. 
It 
stopped “ filing,” certainly, but it also 
taxed millions of people unjustly. Bo we 
see that it is a question with two sides. It 
is suggested that the Government should 
be the loser, and thus the loss will be 
evenly apportioned among ail the people, 
and to the extent of tbe percentage named 
it docs this. 
But still it remains that the 
“ lig h t” weight stamp is an unequal and 
a harsh tax. and that financial science, 
while protecting the integrity of the stand­ 
ard of coinage, must prove itself equal to 
the task of devising means to avoid ihe 
punishment of the innocent last holder, 
who, wo have shown, is every man who 
receives coin for his products. 


THE OREGON ROAD. 


SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 


The San Francisco-Post, in timely com­ 
ments on the rapid progress being made in 
the building of the California and Oregon 
Railroad, says: 
Wiicu jjiu road is finished, which will prob­ 
ably be ne xt year, it will annex to tbe com­ 
mercial empire of San Francisco nearly tbe 
whole of southern Oregon, and s > wi 1 offset the 
loss inflicted by the opening of the Northern 
Pacific. 
The Portland papers see what is com­ 
ing, and one of them calls loudly for the build­ 
ing of a wagon road across the Cascade moun­ 
tain-', because unless it is done the trade of 
southeastern Oregon will ‘'drift to San Fran­ 
cisco.” It will be the business of San Francisco 
merchants to see that the trade comes here 
w hether the wagon road is built or not. 
That is very true. 
But the expression 
of the Post contrasted with the dead si­ 
lence of San Francisco, anti the cold turn 
of her back upon the scheme two or three 
years ago, is very, very striking. Then 
tbe whole city tip-tilted its nose at the 
idea of it being at all dependent upon 
through land connection with Oregon. 
When asketl to give aid to the saving of 
the land grant of the line, San Francisco 
coolly refused, and most of its press—not 
all—favored the crippling of the road. 
But :v change came over the spirit of 
the dream ot 
the metropolis. 
When 
a northern transcontinental lino tapped 
its 
pocket 
it 
turned 
beseechingly 
to the railroad companies of California to 
save to it the trade of southern Oregon. It 
then dawned upon the comprehension of 
the great sponge that it could not absorb 
the world, and that the Oregon trade was 
declaring its If independent of it. North­ 
ern California and the Sacramento valley 
had, in the meantime, stood the friend of 
the road. The people of the interior real­ 
ized the vast importance of having a great 
line of rail connecting the Columbia and 
the Gulf, and traversing the entire length 
of the State. They knew the almost in­ 
surmountable difficulties that had pre­ 
vented the earlier extension of the road. 
They knew it was useless, business folly, 
indeed, to construct it until assurance of 
connection with the Oregon and California 
line could be made certain. When the 
time came that the extension could be 
properly entered upon, the people of the 
valley cid all that in their power laid to 
aid it, and to secure to the read the grant 
of lands upon which it could base credit 
for tbe necessary capital to carry on the 
enterprise, one far more difficult than that 
which conquered the passes of the Sierras. 
All the while San Francisco refused her 
countenance to the work; and not until 
long after it was under way did her chie^ 
commercial body venture to feebly indorse 
it. Shortly after, the whole city was for 
the road. The pocket nerve of the metro­ 
polis had instructed its selfishness. 


T ub American Forestry Congress is 
about to assemble in Denver. It was a 
good idea to bring it that far west. It will 
1* in a position to view a new field of for­ 
est destruction and plains destitute of tim­ 
ber, and all that to growing timber sections 
attaches. 
In Colorado there is a very 
quickened public spirit on the forestry 
question, and out of this came the invita­ 
tion for the American Association to meet 
rn Denver. The Colorado society is one of 
the most active of ail the forestry associa­ 
tions, and from its labors and researches 
there are to be reasonably expected great 
good to result.

C alifo rn ia's L ak e Com o. 
The brightest gents in the panoram a of 
California's 
scenery are 
our m ountain 
lakes, which in natural beauty, vet scarcely 
invaded by the em bellishm ent of m an, are 
not surpassed by those of any other section 
of the earth. 
First and foremost among 
them is Lake Tahoe, which is located on 
the boundary line between California and 
Nevada, about two-thirds being in Placer 
and El Dorado counties, the other portion 
in the State of Nevada. This charm ing 
body of water is at an altitude of 6,216 feet, 
and'is twenty-five ntiles in length, and in 
some places from twelve to fourteen ntiles 
in width, w ith a depth of 1,700 feet, and is 
surrounded by m ountains rising from 2,OCX) 
to 5,000 leet above its surface. The scenery 
on every hand is enchanting. The view 
from Tahoe City has no equal. On the 
right, at a distance of twelve or fifteen 
miles, are the Rubicon m ountains, 9,280 feet 
above the level of the sea, Jit. Tallac, nine 
thousand seven hundred and fifteen foot: 
Mt. Ralton, nine thousand one hundred 
and forty feet, and Pyram id Peak ten 
thousand and fifty feet, and on the left 
M onum ent m ountain, nearly as high ; and 
the Sand m ountains rising above the Jake 
nearly two thousand and five hundred fec-1. 
Upon the Nevada shore is the Tahoe range, 
the highest object on the right being Job’s 
peak, ten thousand and thirty-seven feet 
high. 
Upon the left is seen Genoa peak, 
nine thousand one hundred and thirty-five 
feet high. 
A erres pondcnt, speaking of the 
sunsets at Tahoe, rem arks that “no painter 
would ever dare to put upon canvas the 
varied colors of Tahoe’s waters in a sum ­ 
m er sunset. 
It would appear such an ex­ 
aggeration that it would lose cast among 
those who demand that the artist's pencil 
sfiall be true to nature. None but tliosc 
who have visited the scene could be per­ 
suaded of its reality.”— Truckee Republican. 


A L iv e ly Camp.—A flying trip to Dead- 
wood on Saturday last gave us no opportu­ 
nities to visit any oi the m ines and but 
little to learn what was being done, further 
than that all the mines were being worked 
with full force ami paying well. 
Yet an 
hour or two at George Van Matru’s. when 
the miners commenced to assemble, proved 
that the tim es were lively find money 
plenty. For its size—and it is by no means 
sm all—Dead wood is undoubtedly the best 
quartz m ining camp on the coast.

siderable territory, they are a certain indi­ 
cation of prosperity.

Lewiston, that camp is indeed looking up 
in the world. 
It is to-day producing more 
wealth, and less fuss made about it, than 
any other m ining camp any place.

there, but then it is an adm itted fact that 
good people always congregate about good 
miues.— Trinity Journal. 


A B low S n a k e .—The Petalum a Banner 
says; 
F. M. McGrew, who live3 in this 
township, killed a blow-snake fifteen inches 
in length. 
Upon cutting it open he found 
three lull grown mice. It is said the larger 
blow-snakes are very destructive to rats 
and gophers, which they first crush by a 
twist of tbeir bodies, and after sliming 
them over,swallow even tbe largest of them 
with case.

V V state of California, M. i:~ Twenty-Eixtb 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January,

tbird j of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses o f ‘aid Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and i leven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of tbe State of 
California: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


S ection' 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under the laws of tiie 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
nine, to be ascertained as p.ovided by law. 
The word property, as used i:i this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, Iranchisos nnm all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private owner hip: pr.-ridcd. 
that growing crops, property used exein.wely 
for public schools, and such us may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation w ithin this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxcil as a pint of the realty; and 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Seciion Ten oi this article; and, 
prodded farther, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation ol ships 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this state, or may tux such ships and vessels on 
their grosser net earnings, in lieu ol an ad val­ 
orem t«x. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts dQe- to bona tide residents --f this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined iu Section Ton of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o'clock meridian, on the 
fiiBt Monday in Maich. 


Sec. 10. All croperty, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be asstwed 
in the county, eity, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district iu which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any tsirtion thereof, In this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half iter cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithin this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first dav of Dect-mlter 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right ot way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the m ort­ 
gages, d*»eds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon euch prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be ‘assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the vear 
ending on the thirty-first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalizat ion, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by saiil Board: provided, however, that 
the Le-islatnre may at any tim e pass laws pre­ 
scribing «aid rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State aud partly without this State, the gross an ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained arid 
determined by tak in g : 


First- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
w ithin this State. 


Second—The gross earning11 which, during the 
same t car, have Icon earned partly within this 
Ftate and tartly witnout this State, winch shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this state and other Sta'es or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in m aking such earnings, bears to he 
whole num ber of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earning! thus ascertained

shali be added to the earnings made 
w iihin the State, and the total thus o 
shall be taken aud deemed to be the g ra s earn­ 
ings oi such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose o: this 
<c< tir.u. except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the prt¿¡ortion of iiperstate earning - tobe added 
to the earnings made wholly within this Mate, 
all railroads operated as one sys em shall l>e 
treated as one ro¡;d. One-third of the tax paid 
bv corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of the General Ftlml of this 
State, and two th irls thereof shall be paid to 
the c nntyor counties in which said rai road is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several comities, to r the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration. asNOcia*ion. partnership, person or per­ 
sons. unlawfully failing or refusing to ray the 
tax herein provided, when the same snail be­ 
come due. or wi.hin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads wiihin this State. The taxes 
herein provided for. together with such penalties 
as the I egislature may iin{K)se lor the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lieu upon the property 
heieinbeforc iu this section designated, ami may 
be enforced in such m anner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, $o far a» 
the’same are situated « ithin the boundaries of 
any common school district, shad be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors ot the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated w ithin the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And it"il railroads, as far ns they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or sown, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same a< other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything iu this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


Rec. 11. Income taxes may be assessed nnd 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such cases aud amounts and in such 
m anner as shall be urescrihed by law. No Court 
v.-Rhin this State shall have power, by injune 
tion or otherw ise, to interfere with, hinder or 
d day the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of I aw, except upon a showing that the 
fame property has been taxed more than once 
lor the .’-ame purpose in the same year, and then 
onl; upon payment to the Tux < odector. or intc 
Ootiit. ot a sum equal 10 the am ount of one of 
the taxes so laid unon the property in question; 
provided, that in an cases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the J iiá Collect r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. Ad such actions 
must be commenced w ltbin thirty days alter 
such illegal taxes have been paid.

IT.OHIiiiTION TICKET. 
The Tem perance People Place Candi- 
datei* in the Field. 
Saturday morning last a few citizens 
congregated at Firem an's Hall and, after 
organizing by tbe election of G. B. Katzen- 
stein Chairman and C. C. Dunn Secretary, 
proceeded to nominate a Prohibition ticket, 
to be voted for at the comingelection. The 
following was adopted: 
ifesofiwi, That we, the Prohibitionists of Sac­ 
ramento county, in Convention assembled, in­ 
dorse and real linn the national platform of the 
Prohibition party adopted at its Convention 
held in Pittsburg, July 25, 1 884, and that we iu- 
dorse and reaffirm the platform of the Prohibi­ 
tion party of California, adopted at its Conven­ 
tion held" in Sacramento City May 12,1886. 
Rewired, That the liquor traffic is the most 
deadly foe to our American institutions; that its 
suppression is the greatest issue at the present 
time ; that, with Gladstone, we believe that “iti- 


ofcrime.it stands out the unapproachable chief;” 
that it fills our jails, our penitentiaries, our in­ 
sane asylums, our hospitals, ami burdens us 
w ith tuxes. 
Resolved, That the liquor traffic has grown into 
Immense proportions within the last half cen­ 
tury, notwith landing the herculean efforts of 
temperance societies ; that within the past forty 
years the consumption oi alcoholic beverages 
has increased three hundred per cent, in the 
United states; that this increase has been due to 
the protection and encouragement given the 
traffic by our Government, adqpnistered by the 
political parties in rower. 
Resolved, 1 hat this Government must withdraw 
its protec tion and encouragement from the liquor 
traffic : that the stability of otir Government de­ 
pends upon the virtue and intelligence of the 
individuals comprising it: tiiat it is the hight 
of folly for our Government to tax the people for 
the support of public schools and then license a 
kalf-doscu saloons for every school, to debase 
and degrade our people and more than counter­ 
act all the benefit derived irorn the school. 
Rem,hed, That wo believe thut prohibition is 
pre-emiuently a political question; that all 
measures for the mppressi-iimi the evils of in­ 
temperance, outside of political methods, have 
proved themselves insufficient; that prohibition 
as a political question has proved itself able to 
awaken un enthusiasm for tbe cause as no other 
measure; that it lias proved itself able to live 
and increase i.i spitcoflhe scoffs cud sneers aud 
calumny* of its enemies. Therefore, so believ­ 
ing. we invite all voters, irrespective of former 
ixtlitieal affiliation, who believe in the suppres­ 
sion of the liquor traffic, to join our ranks and 
lend their aid and support to tills most noble 
reform. 
Resolicd, That to destroy the great evil It is 
necessary to change the altitude of the Govern­ 
ment toward it—to prohibit and suppress, in­ 
stead of foster and protect it. That wc realize 
that the two dominant parties ot the nation 
openly bid and are constantly striving to out 
lml each other for the votes ol* the friends of the 
liquor traffic, and that without the aid of their 
votes neither of said parties can remain in 
power, and that it is useless longer to expect aid 
from either of those parties in changing the at­ 
titude of the Government toward this traffic. 
Therefore we have separated ourselves from all 
other political parties and joined ourselves to 
the only party now existing that can alíate this 
evil—Hi’b t party whose cardinal principle is the 
prohibition by national and State constitutional 
amendments of the manufacture and sale of ail 
alcoholic liquors, except for medical and scien­ 
tific purposes.

Tlie Iiobson Injunction. 
The Auburn Republican, referring to the 
injunction recently procured by the Super­ 
visors of Sacramento county against the 
hydraulic mining operations of J. II. Hob­ 
son, at Iowa Hill, says that the Board could 
have saved Sacramento county the expense 
of this suit if the members had previously 
informed themselves that Hobson had 
ceased to mine by the hydraulic process. 
There has been reports constantly put in­ 
to circulation by different methods, for two 
or three years past, that “ Hobson itas 
ceased hydraulic mining, and is now work­ 
ing by the drift process.” This has been 
the screen kept before the public gaze, and 
behind which the most active hydraulic 
operations have been carried oil when­ 
ever there was water to do so. There 
lias b¡cn more slickens run into the 
American river lrotn this same mine, dur­ 
ing the past two years than from any other, 
and it was high time to summarily put a 
stop to it, The report was put fortii last 
winter and spring that this mine was “ be­ 
ing worked by drift process,” when at the 
same time the mountain sides were being 
blown down by blasts, and the bank3 be­ 
ing caved down by washing of the moni­ 
tor, whenever no eyes from the valley were 
in the neighborhood. When, however, 
prying cvc; were in sight, hydraulic opera­ 
tions were as dead as an oyster, and the 
few men employed at the mine would be 
innocently at work on the tloor of the mine 
“ cleaning up.” 
The Supervisors of Sacramento county 
need lose no sleep over the hint given by 
our esteemed Auburn contemporary that 
they have uselessly secured the injunction. 
"Hobson lias not run his mine since the 
15th of last June,” says the Republican. 
The reason is, that he had no water with 
which to run it. but it would have been 
running again as soon as the fall rains set 
in. There are other mines, however, above 
Iowa Hill, that are stiil running by hy­ 
draulic process, and part of them by Chi­ 
nese. We caii the attention of otir Super­ 
visors to this fact. The people of Sacra­ 
mento county are gratified at the activity 
recently displayed for protection of the 
river, and now that Congress has affixed 
the stamp of approval of the National Gov­ 
ernment to the injunctions of the Courts, 
it is to be hoped tfiat the necessary steps 
will be taken at uace to prevent further 
mining by hydraulic process where tailings 
are so discharged as to do possible injury to 
the rivers or their tributaries. 


Early Wild Geese. 
Steamboatmen traversing the San Joa­ 
quin river state that wild geese have already 
been seen in the marshes up that way. 
Last year the first geese heard passing over 
Sacramento, on their annual migration 
southward, came the first week in Septem­ 
ber. The time of arrival of the advance- 
guard varies yearly from one to three 
weeks. Sometimes' the wild geese put in 
art appearance by the middle of^ August. If 
the geese seen lately along the San Joaquin 
came from the Veeding-grounds north of 
Washington Territory, the fact would indi­ 
cate a rather early change in the season up 
there; but it is quite likely that they be­ 
long to a few broods reared in the marshes 
along the San Joaqnin, and are the produce 
of crippled geese that could not get away 
with their comrades last spring. Some few 
geese also breed about the lakes in the 
northernmost parts of California and Ore­ 
gon. and their broods migrate southerly 
several weeks earlier than the Arctic birds. 
Hunters need not. therefore, look for much 
game of this sort for some weeks yet.

BLOODSHED IN CHINATOWN. [ 
BKIEF NOTES. 
Lee Yen Shoot* Ah Cliec and Ah Goong 
—Trouble Among HoppicRers. 
Reference was made in the R ecobh- 
Uiftojf of Friday last to the disagreement 
among the Chinese hop-pickers, assembled 
here at present in great numbers, relative 
to the rate of pay they shall demand for 
their services. The ltop-growers, a week 
ago, held a meeting, and resolved to pay 70 
cenl3 per 100 pounds for gathering their 
crop; but the CLinese determined to ask 90 
cents. There is such a number of them 
out of employment, however, consequent 
upon the fields of industry being closed to 
them, that contracts were soon made for 
the services of gangs at the rates the liop- 
growers were willing to pay. The willing­ 
ness of a minority of tbe pickers to take the 
wages offered angered those who stood out 
tor greater remuneration, and on Thursday 
night, and at other times, riots were immi­ 
nent. Yesterday about noon a gang of 
Celestials, who liad agreed to pick for 70 or 
75 cents per hundred pounds, loaded their 
baggage into the wagon of Ah Lone, in 
front of Yee Yune's store, 1 street, two or 
three doors above Fourth. A large crowd 
of the Chinamen who are holding out for 
more pay surrounded the wagon, and en­ 
deavored to persuade those who were going 
in it to desist, and finally removed some of 
their baggage. In tbe end the owners of 
the baggage concluded not to go, and there 
was a dispute as to who was to pay Ah 
Lone, and what was to be done generally. 
The high-priced men celebrated their vic­ 
tory by taunting Lee Yee and others who 
had made contracts for cheap labor, and 
carried it so far that Lee Y’ee, greatly ex­ 
asperated, rushed to the door of the store 
and 
tired 
two 
pistol 
shots into 
the 
dense 
and 
jabbering 
crowd 
in 
front 
of 
it. 
One 
ballet 
struck Ah Goong just below the left 
shoulder, passing entirely through. The 
other hit a Chinaman’s hand, scratching it 
severely, and then passed into the left 
breast of Ah Chee, indicting a wound 
which is thought to be necessarily fatal. 
The pistol was held so close to Goong and 
Chee that the powder burned their flesh. 
Great excitement was caused by the shoot­ 
ing, the crowd of Chinamen being in­ 
creased in a brief space of tinte by several 
hundreds, while many white men hurried 
to tbe scene. Local officer Tucker had 
been on the ground while the Chinamen 
were loading the wagon, but supposed that 
the trouble, was all over when it was un­ 
loaded, and moved away. He soon heard 
the report of the pistol and returned. Of­ 
ficer Sullivan and other members of the 
force were soon on hand, but their number 
was so small that, it scented impossible for 
them to preserve thepcace if theC'hinamen 
had resolved upon a general fight; but they 
apparently had not done so. and, though 
many of them were armed, they remained 
quiet. Sullivan finally learned who had 
done the shooting, anil after a while found 
him concealed in a bed, with his head cov­ 
ered up. lie was removed to the lock-up, 
td which place the wounded men were soon 
afterwards taken and placed in the receiv­ 
ing hospital. There I.ce Y’ee was taken be­ 
fore them, and they identified him as their 
assailant. Their wounds were attended to 
by a physician, and they stolidly bore tbe 
pain attendant upon his operations. Mean­ 
while, directiv after the shooting. Judge 
Henry saw a Chinaman driving furiously 
through Fifth street, and arrested him for 
fast driving, between J and K streets. Di­ 
rectly afterwards the Judge heard of the 
trouble that had taken place, and, conclud­ 
ing that the Chinaman might have had 
something to do with it, paid more atten­ 
tion to him, especially as he was armed 
with a self-cocking pisto!, líe proved to 
be Ah Lone, the owner of the wagon in 
which the hop-pickers were to have been 
taken into the country. He claimed to be 
innocent of any connection with the shoot­ 
ing, but wa3 locked up to await further de­ 
velopments.
